KANSAS CITY, Kas., July 13 
—Firefighters brought a spec­ 
tacular blaze under control to­ 
day in a Kansas City suburb, 
but there 
was no controlling 
waters of the Kaw river surging 
over dikes, sending some 18,500 
persons fleeing to safety. 
The fire In Argentine, which 
started when a tank at a gaso­ 
line 
station exploded, 
w a s 
spread by the flood waters and 
severely 
damaged

ware­ 
house, lumber yard and some 
residences. 
Water in Argentine was 15 feet 
deep in spots. The heavily indus­ 
trialized section of Armourdale 
was inundated this m o r n i n g 
when the Kaw river 
t o p p e d 
dikes. Authorities reported no 
casualties and said evacuation 
was proceeding smoothly. 
The rampaging Kaw river fell 
slightly in Topeka this morning, 
but weather observers warned 
this might be a temporary drop. 
However, they said a crest of 37 
feet, forecast last night, may not 
be reached. 


The most reliable estimates 
place the number of persons 
evacuated In Topeka, the state 
capital, at between 20,000 and 
27,500. 
A frantic call was made early 
today for volunteers to save the 
Topeka water plant from inun­ 
dation. Observers said the re­ 
sponse was “ phenomenal" and 
now the plant is said to be rela­ 
tively safe from the high waters.

Harriman Leaves

WASHINGTON, July 13—Pres­ 
ident Truman's personal emis­ 
sary. W. Averell Harriman, left 
today for Iran to offer a formula 
for the settlement of the Anglo-

Harriman departed from the 
Military Air Transport terminal 
this morning and will stop in 
Paris to meet his wife. They are 
expected to arrive in Tehran 
Sunday.

duced the price of livestock 
and was designed to aid the 


meat processor. The two addi­ 
tional rollbacks were intended 
to bring the price cut down to 
the consumer level. 
Price Administrator 
DiSallt 
has estimated the rollback pro­ 
gram would result in a $700 mil­ 
lion annual saving to consumers.

FLUSHING MEADOW, July 13 
—Nationalist China assured the 
UTnited Nations today it is cap­ 
able of restoring economic order 
to the reported chaos-ridden Chi­ 
nese mainland once Ma o Tse- 
tung’s Communist r e g i m e is 
“ eliminated.” 
In a forma! communication to 
UN, Gen. Chiang Kai-shek’s Na­ 
tionalist government countered 
Communist propaganda charges 
of intolerable conditions under 
the Nationalists by intimating 
that it is on the road to solving 
its internal economic difficulties 
on the island of Formosa, 
The Nationalists reported a 
definite rise in living standards 
on Formosa and a steady in­ 
crease in the production of 
rice, cotton, fertilizer and elec­ 
tric power—despite the cost of 
m a i n t a i n ing a formidable 
force of some 300,000 fighting 
men in the island stronghold. 
The Chinese draft was in reply 
to a UN questionnaire on inter­ 
nal economic conditions in UN 
member countries. While admits 
ting that Formosa did not escape 
inflation entirely, the communi­ 
cation expressed confidence the 
Chinese government “ is capable 
of controlling the 
situation in 
such a w-ay that the conditions 
of living of the Chinese people 
will not be endangered."

Thus far, however, the Red 
leaders remained silent on a 
later demand by Gen. Matthew 
B. Ridgway Friday that they 
withdraw their troops from 
Kaesong or agree to a demili­ 
tarized conference site else­ 
where if they want the talks to 
be resumed.

Powder Plant 
Explosion Kills 
4 In Illinois 


SENECA. IIL, July 13—An ex­ 
plosion felt over a 20-mile radius 
last night demolished a building 
at the DuPont gunpowder plant 
near Seneca, killing four work­ 
ers and shattering hundreds of 
windows in nearby towns. 
Only a shallow crater remain­ 
ed today where the No. 2 build- 
! ing of the plant stood before the 
blast ripped through it, lighting 
up the night sky wuth a brilliant 
flash. 
DuPont security guards re­ 
fused to admit state police or 
newsmen on the scene, insisting 
the explosion was a private mat­ 
ter. 
Officials said gelatin cartridge 
capsules packed in paper shells 
for small arms weapons were 
being manufactured in the shat­ 
tered building. 
Victims were identified by a 
plant official as Clarence Cobler 
42, and Marvin Wilson, both of 
j Marseilles, 111., John Todd of 
! Mazon. 111., and Leroy Anderson, 
34, of Ottawa, 111. 
Seven men were in the build­ 
ing at the time of the explosion, 
but three somehow miraculously 
I escaped uninjured. 
The plant, w’hich occupies four 
square miles of a heavily-wood­ 
ed area, was the scene of an- 
other blast in April 1949 in which 
one worker was killed.

Super Carrier 
Contract Is Let 
By U.S. Nav y 


WASHINGTON, July 13 — The 
N avy has aw arded a $218 million 
contract to the Newport News 
(Va.) Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Co. for construction of a 59 ,9 00- 
ton “ flush-deck” super ca rrier to 
be completed in three years. 
T erm s of the contract revealed 
that the big carrier will displace 
nearly 3,000 tons m ore than w as 
planned when its construction 
w as authorized by Cong ress, and 
that the g iant flat top will have 
a “ retractable bridg e.” 
The “ retractable bridg e” will 
protrude above the flig ht deck 
when the carrier is cruising , but 
at the press of a button it will 
be lowered down into the hold of 
the ship so that the entire craft 
will offer a completely flat sur­ 
face for the landing of planes. 
This will fulfill a dream of m any 
yea rs for a completely 
“ flush 
deck” carrier. 
The Navy announced that the 
overall leng th of the ship will be 
1,040 
feet, 
with 
a 
m axim um 
width of 252 feet. The announce­ 
m ent added: 
“ L arg er, heavier carrier-base 
naval aircraft of the newest de­ 
sig n will be able to operate from 
her deck. The carrier is expect­ 
ed to be completed 36 months 
after construction beg ins.” 
The orig inal plans in Cong ress 
w ere for a 57 .000-ton super c a r­ 
rier, to cost $228 million.

Super Carrier 
Contract Is Let 
By U.S. Navy 


WASHINGTON, July 13 — The 
Navy has ^w arded a $218 million 
contract to the Newport News 
(Va.) Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Co. for construction of a 59,900- 
ton “ flush-deck” super c a rrie r to 
be completed in three years. 
T erm s of the contract revealed 
that the big carrier will displace 
nearly 3,000 tons more than w as 
planned when its construction 
was authorized by Congress, and 
that the giant flat top will have 
a “ retractable bridge.” 
The “ retractable bridge” will 
protrude above the flight deck 
when the ca rrier is cruising, but 
at the press of a button it will 
be lowered down into the hold of 
the ship so that the entire craft 
will offer a completely flat su r­ 
face for the landing of planes. 
This will fulfill a dream of m any 
years for a 
completely 
“ flush 
d eck” carrier. 
The Navy announced that the 
overall length of the ship will be 
1,040 
feet, 
with 
a 
m axim um 
width of 252 feet. The announce­ 
m ent added: 
“ Larger, heavier carrier-base 
naval aircraft of the newest de­ 
sign will be able to operate from 
her deck. The carrier is expect­ 
ed to be completed 36 m onths 
after construction begins.” 
The original plans in Congress 
were for a 57.000-ton super c a r ­ 
rier, to cost $228 million.

COLUMBUS. July 13—Use of a 
hay baler to ease the handling 
of meadow crops for silage when 
a field chopper is not available 
was endorsed today by agricul- - 
tural 
extension 
specialists 
at 
Ohio State university. 
C. F. Christian, extension 
specialist in dairy marketing, 
told the experience of Everett 
and William Hale, G e a u g a 
County 
farmers. 
Two 
years 
ago. the Hales first tried the 
method. 
They made ll acres of alfalfa- 
bromegrass-ladmo 
clover 
into 
silage in 18 hours of field time 
for themselves and six helpers. * 
Ak soon as the meadow crop 
was cut and raked, it was run 
through a pick up baler, operat­ 
ing without ties. The “ plugs,” or 
untied bales, were loaded on a 
hay wagon trailing the baler. 
Hale said the baler 
did not 
tangle the green crop as badly 
as a hay loader does but left it 
in easy-to-handle bunches.

Mc- 
Grew said, however, that only a 
haler equipped with a slicer will 
prove satisfactory. 
Most balers on the market are 
equipped with slicers, according 
to S. G. Huber, extension engi­ 
neer. 
He added that farmers 
may 
have 
feeding 
difficulties 
with some balers in the green 
material. 
Huber said the baler-method of 
picking up crops to be ensiled is 
better than hand or hay loader 
operations. It will require more 
labor, however, than the use of| 
a field chopper. 
Extension 
specialists 
agreed 
the use of the haler is a good 
idea if a farm er has a baler. In 
this case, there is no need to buy 
a field chopper if plenty of labor 
is available. If farm ers have to 
hire custom operators, however, 
the field chopper is the best to 
hire for this particular job—if it 
is available.
